Officials 


MAYOR SUGGESTS MEETING 


Of City and County Officials to Prevent 


Tax Rate of 31-2 Per cent 


This Year. 


The subject of taxation is one thai 


comes near the people's hearts because 
it touches their 
pocketbooks, but 


strange to say, it is a matter which 
is comparatively little understood by 
the public. 


One goes into the county treasurer's 


office to pay his tax semi-annually and 
then becomes aware of the fact that 
the tax rate is either higher or lower, 
as the case may be. Very seldom does 
he inquire the cause of the increase or 
reduction. 


Just at this time the city and county 


officials are confronted with the annual 
problem of fixing the tax rate for the 
coming year and "to make ends meet" 
is indeed a. perplexing job. Bach de- 
partment of the city, county and state 
has its demand for funds and these 
several demands must be considered, 
accepted or 
rejected. 
In some in- 


stances there is no alternative—the 
stats levy, for example, 1.35 mills, be- 
ing fixed by the legislature. The local 
officials can not alter that figure. 


The law directs the mayor to pre- 


sent an annual 
budget to the City 


Council and in accordance with the 
statute Mayor Crilly presented 
his 


budget at the last meeting of that body 
held on Monday night. The figures 
given by the mayor may be reduced, 
but can not be increased. Mayor Cril- 
ly's budget provides for a tax of nine 
mills for the city government, 
this 


amount being necessary to pay the ex- 
penses of the departments of public 
safety, public service, board of health, 
salaries and general expenses of the 
city. Last year the city levy was 9.7 
mills and the previous year it was 10 
mills, so it will ,be seen that the ex- 
penses of the city government are be- 
ing reduced, not increased. 


The City Hospital asks .3 of a mill, 


the same as last year, the sinking fund 
trustees who had three mills last year, 
want five this •time, the Board of Edu- 
cation 
which was given 9 last year, 


now demands 11, the state tax is 1.33 
as fixed by law, the township trustees 
ask o mills, two of which go to the 
Auditorium building fund. The county- 
commissioners will fix their rate next 
month, and it is clamed that they must 
increase the county tax to 5.85 mills. 
This foots up 35.50 mills, whereaas last 
year the rate was 31.40. 


What will be done about it? 
Will 


the people have to pay a rate of over 
3 1-2 per cent? 


Thii is a matter 
in which 
every 


property owner should take a proper 
interest and now is the time to con- 
sider it before it is too late. 


The mayor's budget was referred by 


the Council to the finance- committee 
of that body and Mayor Crilly has sug- 
gested a joint meeting of the finance 
committee, school board, sinking fund 
trustees and heads of the several de- 
partments for the purpose 
of 
going 


over the entire proposition and seeing 
where the trimming may be done. 


It is said that the city hospital fund 


may suffer and if the levy of .3 of a 
mill is cut out, the hospital will cer- 
tainly be closed as the managers de- 
clare they cannot operate the hospital 
without the city's help. The trustees 
of the hospital will make an earnest ef- 
for to have the levy of .3 of a mill re 
tamed in the final adjustment of the 
problem. 


The sinking fund trustees may pos- 


sibly reduce their levy from 5 to 4 
mills and the township trustees may 
be squeezed a fraction of a mill. The 
county commissioners are firm in their 
opinion that the county levy must be 
raised to 5.85 mills but possibly some 
way may be suggested by which the 
levy of last year will prevail. 


The largest increase is asked by the 


Board of Education, an increase of 2 
mills. 
This portion of the 
taxation 


question is up to the Board of Review 
which may be able to suggest a solu- 
tion. 


TAX RATE MUST COME DOWN. 


Mayor Crilly and other officials are now wrestling with the tax rate prob- 


lem. If the demands made by the several branches of the local government, 
city and county, are accepted, Newark will have a tax rate of over 3 1-2 per 
cent. Mayor Crilly who has lowered the levy for Newark city, says the tax 
rate must come down. He has called a meeting of all the officials interested.

Chicago, May 1L'.—The most impor- 


-tant feature of the strike situation 
•w.as the examination of witnesses be- 
fore Master in Chancery Sherman, 
who is taking testimony relative to 
the alleged Tiolation of the federal in- 
junctions granted in favor of the em- 
ployers' association and of the seven 
express companies. 
Adolph Pfeil. for 


11 years an employe of the United 
States Express company, but now a 
striker, refused to answer questions 
on the .ground that he might incrimi- 
nate himself. The queries put to him 
by the attorney for the employers' as- 
sociation covered the grounds of the 
cause of the strike and whether or 
not the officials of his union ordered 
or advised him to strike. 
To all of 


these 
questions Attorney Laboskey 


for the defendants made strenuous 
objections, with the result that there 
occurred between him and Attorney 
Mayer, acting for the plaintiffs, nu- 
merous altercations, in one of which 
Attorney Mayer declared that in stat- 
ing, matters to the master, Attorney 
liaboskey had been unfair almost to 
the point of dishonesty. 


The wrangles were finally termi- 


nated by the statement of the master 
that the matter would be certified to 
the federal court as to whether or not 
the witness had proper grounds on 


, which to base his refusal to answer 


questions. Attorney Mayer said that 
he would not take the matter before 
the court immediately because he ex- 
pected similar occurrences in the fu- 
ture, and he would present them all 
«t one time. 


Charles Brown, an employe of the 


United States Express company, tes- 
tified^ that he had been beaten by 
strikers. On cross-examination Attor- 
ney Laboskey attempted *to learn why 
the nonunion men were armed with 
revolvers and from whom they pro- 
cured the weapons. The witness said 
that-a Mr. Copely-had issued some of 
the weapons, and when asked if the 
man was in the room he pointed to 
him. 


•John Bernard, a union teamster, 


was shot in the hand a'nd thigh by a 


-isolored"man-employed as driver at 


the store where -Bernard was em- 
ployed before the strike. 
Since the 


commencement of the trouble Ber- 
nard has been a' picket around the 
place, and when several of the ne- 
groes, who now drive wagons for the 
department store met Bernard and 
some of his friends, they offered to 
fight them. The invitation was de- 
clined, and one of the colored men 
drew a revolver and fired at Bernard. 
He was taken to the hospital, where 
his condition is said to be serious. 
His assailant escaped.

cific squadron obtained by anchoring 
off the French coast were equally 
open to the Japanese if they had 
taken the offensive instead of await- 
ing the Russians."

Guthrie, Okla., May. 12.—The death 


list ol the lumario at Suyiier is ex- 
pected to exceed 100. Ninety bodies 
have been -recovered, a dozen persons 
are missing and given up for dead, 
and 
of the 
41 seriously wounded 


seven are fatally hurt. 
More than 


100 others suffered less severe in- 
juries. Relief is being sent from 
neighboring towns. 
From Oklahoma 


City went 100 men to dig graves and 
seek the dead still in the ruins, and 
also a dozen undertakers with 100 
coffins. 
Offers of financial assistance 


have come 
from 
numerous cities. 


Governor Ferguson of Oklahoma has 
issued a proclamation calling atten- 
tion to the needs. of the ^stricken 
town. 


To add to the general confusion and 


distress, after the tornado had passed 
fire broke out and burned up all that 
remained of the buildings on one of 
the business blocks. 
So far it has 


not been possible to find out whether 
or not any bodies were cremated, but 
it is highly possible that such was the 
case. 


An unidentified woman was picked 


up dead, having been pinioned to the 
ground by a spantling which entered 
her left eye and came out through the 
back of her head. Clarence Donovan, 
a railroad engineer, and Miss Nina 
Fessenden were to have been married 
Wednesday night. Both were instant- 
ly killed. Fred Crump, a boy, had 
started to a cellar, when a flying tim- 
ber struck him and severed his head 
from his bodv. Debris was carried to 
the northeast as far as Cooperton, 12 
miles, and it is reported that there 
are more of the fragments of homes 
at that town and in that vicinity than 
are in the tornado path at Snyder. 
About 75 head of horses and cattle 
were killed on the town site. A com- 
mittee was set to work to remove 
carcasses. 


The mayor of Snyder is having 


much trouble arranging for the burial 
of the dead. The confusion is great, 
owing to the fact that there remain 
a number of unidentified bodies at 
the morgues. There is» much suffer- 
ing owing to lack of provisions and 
places to stay.' What houses remain 
in the town are in bad condition and 
unsafe for' habitation. Besides there 
is not room enough to care for the 
homeless. 
Bedding and wearing ap-* 


parel are both lacking, .and despite 
all efforts to succor the unfortunates 
they are still in a pitiable condition. 


Snyder is a town of about 2,500 in- 


habitants, in Kiowa county, Okla., in 
the 
Kiowa and Comanche Indian 


country, opened to white settlement 
In 1901. The town was laid out large- 
ly by the St. Louis and San Francisco 
railroad, at the junction of two of its 
lines, and the company erected im- 
portant buildings there. Snyder is 
the division point for the Quanah di- 
vision of the road. 
The town was 


named after Bryan Snyder, passenger 
traffic manager of the system.
